Teit o the Document Submitted by 


the Investigatcr. 


The President: As directed by yoa, 


we Investigated the conditions In ths 
principal establishments In Chicago In 
the slaughter of cattle, sheep aad Jiogs 
rni the preparation of dressed meat 
if A meat food products. Two and a 
half weeks were ipeat la the Investi- 
gation In Calcago, and during this 
tiae we went thro-jgh the principal 
packing houses la the stock yards dis- 
trict, togetier with a few of the small- 
er cces. A day wis spent by Mr. Hey- 
coljs la New York, city la the lavestl- 
patkjn of several o£ Its leadla; slaugh- 
ter Louses. Djrlc; erur lavestlgatloa 
ttatexenu of conditions and practices 
In Ite picking houses, together with 
affidavits and documentary eildeace, 
were offered as from numerous sources. 
Most of these were rejected as being 
lit from proving the facts alleged and 
ri being beyond thi possibility of veri- 
fication by cs. We have made co 
statement as a fact ln_ the report here 
presented thit was "cot verified by 
c-ur personil elimination. 
Certain 


matters which we were enable to ver- 
ify while la Chicago are sti!J onder 
investigation. Th» following Is there- 
fore submitted as a partial report 
ioichlcs these practices and conditions 
which we fouad most common, and cot 
confined to a single house or class of 
homses. A more detailed report would 
contain many specific instances of de- 
fect, found in particular houses, 


Condition cf the Yards. 


Before entering the buildings we 


rotcd the coadltloa of the yards them- 
se.'ves as showa la the 
pavement 


pens, viaducts and platform*. 
The 


pavement Is mostly ot brick, the brick* 
lild with deep groove* between them, 
wtlch Inevitably fill with manure and 
relnse. Such pavement caaaot be prop- 
erly cleaned aad Is slimy and malodor- 
<rr» when wet yielding eload* of III- 
szaelllog dust whea dry. The pens are 
generally nacovered except those for 
sfcwp; these latetr are paved and cov- 
ered. The viaduct* and platforms are 
cf wood. Calves, sheep anJ nogi that 
Lave died en route are thrown oat 
cron the platforms where can are un- 
loaded.

Buildings.

Lighting.—The bonding* haie been 


conttrucetd 
with little regard 
to 


«l:ter light or ventilation. The work- 
room*, a« a rule, are very poorly light- 
ed. A few rooms at the toy of the 
IniM-cgs are well l-ghted because they 
esncot escape the light bat most of 
f>* room* are so dirk as to mike artl- 
Uiol Tight necessary at time:. Many 
Inside rooms where food Is prepared 
*re without wteaow*. deprived of tua- 
llght *n1 without direct communica- 
tion with the outtlde air. They may 
be best described a* vault* ta which 
the air rarely change*. Other rooms 
wtkh open to the outer air are *o 
l-.rge. the window* so tloudel by dirt, 
:cd the walls and celllcgs so dark

atmosphere heavy wita the odors ot 
ret ten wood, decayed meats, tttaklng 
oSal aal entrails. 


Equlpmeat-—The work tables upoa 


which the meat Is handled, the Door 
carts oa which It Is curie 1 about. 
an4 the tabs and other receptacles Into 
cMeh It Is thrown are generally of 
wood. In all the places visited but a 
s'rflc porcelala-llneii receptacle 
was 


seen. Table* covered with sheet Iron,

ments, but no establishment

h3i as yet abaadoced the extensive cse 
of wooden tables and wooden recep- 
tacles.

partition rislcg to withia a few feet 
of the ceiling. These privies usually 
ventilate Into Jhe workroom, tboagi a 


are found with a window open- 


ins Into the outer air. 
Many are lo- 


oted la the Inside comers of toe work 
room, an! thus have no outslle opea- 
lug 
whatever. 
They are tarnished 


with a row ot seaU. generally without 
even side partition*. These rooms are 
K'Cietimes used as cloakrooms by the 
employes. Leach rooms constructed In 
tbe same manner, by boarding o3 a 
section of tbe workroom, often adjoin 
the privies, tie odors of which add to 
Ite general Insanitary s'tate of tbe at- 
rtoiphere. 


Abominable as the above-nimsd coa-

Washing sinks are either 
net furnished at all or are small and 
duly. Neither are towels, soap or toi- 
let piper provided.

Sorae of the prtvlei 
are situated at a long.distance from

New Buildings.—H Is stated that 


nany of the ucsanUiry conditions are 
due to the fart that these building* are 
old acd have beea built by piecemeal, 
aad that In tte cewer buildings, be- 
ins erected from time to time, ihe de- 
fects of the earlier structures are be- 
ing remedied. Ttii conteatkm Is not 
tcrae out by the facts. 
One of the 


Isrge plants erected 
within 
recent 


year* has most of the defects of the 
o!J«r buildings. 
It Is true that ttree 


large model bulldicss have been erect- 
ed, but oce U an oflice building, wnlle 
tl» otner two contain only cooling, 
storage and sales room*. No model 
laildlng for the preparation of rood 
irodnct* has been built In the stock 
yards of Chicago. 


Trzatment of Meats. 


Undeanllnesj fa Handling Products. 


—An absence of cleanliness waj also 
found everywhere la the handling of 
meat being prepared for the varlou* 
meat-food products. 
After 
killing, 


carcasses are well washed, and up to 
the time they reach the cooling room 
are handled In a fairly sanitary and 
cleanly manner. The parts that leave 
the cooling room for treatment 
la 


bulk are also handle! with regard to 
cleanliness, but the part* that 
are 


sent from the cooling room ta those 
departments of the packing houses la 
which various forms of meat products 
are prepared are handled with co re- 
gard whatever for eleaallnes*. 
la 


some cf the largest establishment* 
sides that are >ent to what Is known 
as the boning room are thrown la a 
heap npon the floor.^ The 
worker* 


climb over these heap* of meat se- 
lect the piece* they wish, aad 
fre- 


quently throw them down upon the 
dirty floor beside their working bench. 
Evea la cutting the meat upon the 
bench, tte work I* nsaally 
held 


pressed against 
their aprons, and 


these apron* were, a* a rale. Indescrib- 
ably filthy. They were made In most 
cose* ef leather or cf rough sacking 
and bore long accumulated grease acd 
dirt In oaly a few places were suit- 
able oilcloth aproa* worn. Moreover, 
men were Hen ta climb from the floor 
«nd stand, with shoe* dirty with the 
refuse cf the floor*, en the 
table* 


npon which the meat was handled. 
They were seea at the lunch hoar sit- 
ting oa the tables on the cpot on 
which the meat product wa* handled, 
acd all this under the very eye of the 
superintendent of the room, showing 
that thU wa* the common practice, 


Heat scrips -were also found bring 


shoveled Into receptacle* from dirty 
floors where they were left to He cn- 
tll again shoveled Into barrel* or Into 
machine* for chopping. These foors. 


It must be noted, were la most cases 
daap and soggy, la dark. l!l-vent|. 
lated rooms, and the employes la at- 
ler Ignorance of cleanliness or danger 
to health expectorated at, will npon 
them. In a word, we aaw 'meat ihav- 
eled from filthy wooden Soon, piled 
on tables rarely washed, pushed from 
room to room la rotten box-carts, la 
all cf which processes It was la the 
way cf gathering dirt, splinters, floor 
filth and the, expectoration ef tuber- 
culous and other diseased 
workers. 


Where comment was .made t» floor 
superintendents about "these matters, 
It was always'the reply that 
this 


meat would afterwards be cooked, and 
that this sterilization would prevent 
any danger from Its cse. Evea this. 
It may be pointed out In passing. Is 
cot wholly true. A very considerable 
portion of the meat so handled Is sent 
cat as smoked products and la the 
form of sausages, which are prepared 
to be eatei without being cooked. 


A particularly glaring lastance of 


cccleanllness was found la a room 
where the best grade of sausage was 
being prepared for export. 
It was 


made from carefully selected meats, 
and was being prepared to be eaten 
uncooked. In this case the employe 
carted the chopped-up meat across a 
room In a barrow, the handles of 
which were Clthy with grease. The 
meat was thea thrown out upon tables, 
aai the employe climbed npon the ta- 
b7e, handled the meat with hi* en- 
washed hands, kcelt with his dirty 
aproa and trousers In contact with the 
meat he was spreading out, and. after 
he had finished his' operation, agala 
took hold of the dirty handles cf the 
wheelbarrow, went back for another 
load, and repeated this process 
In- 


definitely. Intralry developed the fact 
that there was no water In this room 
at all. and the only method the mm 
adopted tor cleaalng his hands was to 
rub them against his dirty apron or 
ca his still filthier trousers. 


As aa extreme example of the entire 


disregard on the part of employes of 
aay notion of cleanliness in handling 
dressed meat, we caw a bos that had 
fast been killed, cleaned, washed, and 
started on Its way to the cooling room 
fall from the sliding rail to a dirty 
woodea COOT and slide part way Into 
a filthy men's privy. 
It was picked 


up by two employes, placed upon a 
truck, carried into the cooling room 
and hung op with other carcasses, co 
effort being made to clean It 


Treatment of Meat After Inspection. 


—The radical defect In the present 
system of Inspection.Is that It docs 
cot go far enough. It Is confined at 
present by law to passing ca 
the 


healthfulaess of animals at the time 
of killing; but the meat that Is csed 
la sausage and la the various forms 
of canned products acd other 
pre- 


pared meat foods goes through maay 
processes. In all cf *hlch there Is pos- 
sibility of contamination through In- 
sanitary handling; and farther danger 
through the use of chemical:. Dar- 
ing all these processes of preparation 
there is no government inspection and 
co assurance whatever 
that these 


meat-food products 
are 
wholesome 


aad fit for food—despite the fact that 
all these products, when sent out, 
bear a label ctatlns they have beea 
passed cpoa by government Inspec- 
tors. 


As to the Investigation of the al- 


leged use of dyes, preservatives, or 
chemicals In the preparation of cured 
meats, sausages, and canned goods we 
are not yet prepared to report We 
did look into the matter .of sanitary 
handling of the meats being prepared 
for the various food products. 
The 


results of car observations have al- 
ready been partly given. Other in- 
stances of how products 
may 
be 


made np, aad still secure the stamp of 
government 
Inspection 
are 
here 


given.. In oce welVVnowa establish- 
mect we came upon fresh meat being 
shoveled Into barrels and a regular 
proportion being added of stale scraps 
that Lad lain on a dirty floor In the 
corner of a room for some days pre- 
vious. 
In another 
establishment 


equally well knowa, a long table was 
coted covered with several hundred 
pounds cf cooked "scraps of beef and 
other meats. 
Some of these meat 


scraps were dry, leathery, and nnfit 
to be eaten; and In the heap were 
found pieces of plgskla. aad 
even 


some bits of rope strands and other 
rubbish. Inquiry evoked the 
frank 


admission from the man In charge 
that this was to be ground np and 
used la making 'potted haia.-

They do 
not know what else may have been 
placed la the cans la addition to -in- 
spected meat" As a matter of fact 
they know nothing a boat the "con- 
tents" of the can upon 
which

packers place these labels—do not 
evta know that It.contains what It 
purports 
to contain. 
The legend

Guaranteed" 
Immediately 


folkrrfng the statement as to govern- 
ment Inspection Is wholly en Justifi- 
able. It deceives and is plainly de- 
signed to deceive the average pur- 
chaser, who naturally Infers from the 
label that the government guarantees 
the contents cf the caa to be what 
It purport* to be. . 


la another establishment piles of 


sausages and dry moldy canned meats, 
admittedly several years old, 
were 


foand. 
which 
the 
superintendent 


stated to cs would be tanked and con- 
verted Into grease. The disposition 


to b« made of this was wholly option- 
al with the superintendent* or repre- 
sentative* of the packer*, as the gov- 
ernment doe* not concern lUelf with 
the disposition of meat* after 
they 


have poised inspection oa the killing 
floor. U might all.be treated with 
chemical*, mixed)with other meat*, 
tamed oat la any form of meat 
prodmcf desired, and yet the package* 
or receptacle* ta which It wa* to oe 
shipped out to the public would be 
marked with a label that their con- 
tent* had been "government Inspect- 
ed.1? I* It not alleged here that such 
use was to be made of thU stuff. The 
case li pointed oat a* one showing the 
glaring opportunity for the misuse of 
a label bearing the came and the Im- 
plied guaranty of the United State* 
govern meat 


Another Instance cf abuse la 
the 


use of the" labels came to our notice. 
la two different establishments great 
stock* of old canned goods were be- 
ing put through a washing process to 
remove the oM labels. They 
were 


then subjected to sufficient heat to 
"liven op" the content*—to use the 
phrase cf the room superintendent 
After this, fresh labels, with the gov- 
ernment name on them, were to be 
placed upon the cans, and they were 
to be sent out bearing all the evidence 
of being a freshly put np product la 
one of these Instances, by the admis- 
sion of the snperiateadent the *tock 
tha* being relabeled was over 
two 


years old. In the other case the 
superintendent evaded a statement of 
how old the goods were. 


Treatment of Employe*. 


The lack of consideration for the 


health and comfort of the laborers In 
the Chicago stock yard* seems to be 
a direct consequence cf tte system 
of administration that prevails! The 
various department* are under the di- 
rect control of soperlnteadent* who 
claim to nse fall authority In dealing 
with the employe* and who seem to 
Ignore all considerations except those 
of the account book. Under this sys- 
tem proper care of the product* and 
of the health and comfort of the em- 
ploye* Is Impossible, aad the coasum- 
er suffer* In consequence. The In- 
sanitary conditions la which the labor- 
ers work and the feverish pice which 
they are forced to maintain Inevitably 
affect Iheir health. 
Physicians stite 


that tuberculosis Is disproportionately 
prevalent In the stock yards, and the 
victims of this disease expectorate on 
the spongy wooden floors of the dark 
workrooms, from which falling scraps 
cf meat are later shoveled np to be 
converted Into food products. 


Even the ordinary decencies cf life 


are completely Ignored. In practically 
all cases the doors cf the toilet rooms 
open directly. Into the working rooms, 
the privies of men and women fre- 
quently adjoin, and the entrances are 
sometimes co more than a foot cr 
two apart la ether cases there are 
no privies for women in the rooms In 
which they work, acd to reach tbe 
nearest it li necessary to go np or 
dowa a couple cf flights of stiirs. In 
one noticeable Instance the privy for 
tte women working In several adjoin- 
ing room* was In a room In which 
men chiefly were employed, acd every 
girl gola; to cse this had to pass 
by the working places of dozens ef 
mile operatives acd enter the privy 
the door cf which was cot six feet 
from tie working place of one of the 
men operatives. As previously noted, 
In the privies for men and women 
alike there are co partitions, but sim- 
ply a long row of cpen seats. Rest 
rooms, where tired women 
worker* 


might go for a short rest were found 
as rare exception*, and In some estab- 
lishments women are evea placed ta 
charge of privies chiefly for the pur- 
pose. It. was stated, to see that the 
glrU did cot absent themselves too 
long from their work under the ex- 
cuse of visiting them. In some In- 
stance* what was called a rest room 
was simply one end of the privy par- 
titioned off by a til foot 
partition 


from the remaining Inclosure. A few 
girls were found nilng thi*, not oaly 
a* a rest room, but as the only avail- 
able place la which to sit to eat their 
luncheon. 


Much of the work In 
connection 


with '., * handling of meat has to be 
carried on In room* ef a low tempera- 
ture, but evea here a callous disre- 
gard was everywhere *een far 
the 


comfort of those who worked In these 
rooms. Girls and womea were found 
la room* registering a temperature of 
M degree* F. without any ventilation 
whatever, depending entirely npoa 
artificial light The floors were wet 
aal soggy, and In some case* covered 
with water, so that the girls had to 
stand In boxes of sawdust as a protec- 
tion for their feet 
In a few eases 


even drippings from the refrigerator 
room* above trickled through the cell- 
Ing upoa the heals of the workers aai 
upon the food product* being prepared. 
A very slight expense wonld have fur- 
cUhed drier Coors aad protected them 
against-the trickling* from the cell- 
Ing. It was asserted by the superin- 
tended of these rooms that th!* low 
temperature was essential to the 
proper keeping of the meat; but pre- 
cisely similar work wa* fouad la other 
establishment* carried on In 
rooms 


kept at a fair temperature. In many 
cases girls cf It. II aaS IS years 
stand tea hours a day at work, mach 
cf which could le carried oa while 
sitting down. _ 


The neglect'en the part of their em- 


ployers to. recogalie'or provide for 
tte requirement* of eleaatiaess aad 
decency cf the employes mast have 
an Influence that cannot be exaggerated 
la lowering the moral* and discourag- 
ing cleaalices* ca tte part of the 
worker* employed 
In 
the 
packing 


house*. 
The whole situation at we 


saw It la these hage establishment* 
Kadi necessarily anl Inevitably ' to 
the moral degradation cf thousands 
of workers, who are forced ta *pend 
their working hour* nnder condition* 


that are entirely unaecesiary and na- 
pardoatble. aai which art a coastaat 
menace act caly t» their own health. 
bet to the health of those who use the 
food prolnct* prepared by them. . 


Government Inspection. 


\\> observed carefully the Inspectioa 


before slaughter, the Inspection alter 
*l*cghter oa th* killing beds, the more 
minute examination of animal* tagged 
oc the killing Soon, and ths mlcro- 
scorlc examination for trtchlnocl*. 


Inspectioa Before Slaughter. — la-' 


spec t Ion before slaughter appear* to 
have little value in most cases, that 
endue advantage of this laspectioa 1* 
taken by outside parties la charged. 
aad opportunities tor sues are abun- 
dant. but no ipeclfl: evidence was pre- 
sented to cs. . Thit this unimportant 
xcd superficial examination should be 
compulsory under the present law; 
wbtreas the'more scientific examina- 
tion after slaughter Is only permls- 
tive, Indicates a serious defect la the 
Uw. 


Inspection After Slaughter.— Inspec- 


tion after slaughter appears to be care-: 
fully aad eoascleattoasly made. 
The 


government 
veterinarians 
maintain 


that It^l* adequate. Insisting that a 
pcrsing'examlaatlon of certain glands, 
ot Ihe viscera, and of the genera] con- 
dition of the carcisj is suaclent to 
tnable an expert, engaged constantly 
ca this work, to detect at once tne 
presence cf disease, or of abnormal 
conditions. Oa the slightest Indica- 
tion of disease or abnormal conditions 
the carcass Is tagged and set aside for 
a later and more careful examination. 
There should, however, be more pre- 
castions taken to Insure that the la- 
stnmeat* nsed must be kept antisep- 
tlcally clean. 


Microscopic Examlaatloa.— The mi- 


croscopic examination of hogs to be 
exported to Germany appears to be 
nade with great care, and It may falr- 
Ij bt asked why the same Inspection 
U cot made of hogs killed for 
the 


American market. The statement thit 
him. pork and sausage that are fre-. 
quectly eatea raw la Germany, are 
net so used In America. Is not strictly 
true. Large camoers ot our ?orelgn- 
borc population eat ham and 
pork 


comparatively raw, and hence need tte 
protection; aadj further, much of thl* 
pork goes into nusage to t» eatea 


lit-jot being cooked- 
Number of Inspector*.— The present 


cumber of Inspector* U certainly Inad- 
equate, as the' secretary cf agriculture 
his often complained. We coted that 
some large establishments had,an ob- 
viously Insuttcient force. A tew small 
ooccernj have no Inspectors at all, and 
rcay sell cnlcspected meat wherever 
they please la the I'nlted SUtes.
